Despite his numerous statements about the 
need to recognise Palestinian rights, Sadat's 1 

actions and* what he has left unsaid in public have 
maae.it clear to the Palestinians that his support 
for them is limited by such considerations as Jor- . 
dan's participation, the Israeli position, and US

Sadat backs the recent decision by the Palestine 
National Council to establish a "national authority" 
on West Bank territory freed of Israeli occupation. 
Although this, support would appear directly counter 
to Jordan's position, the .wording 1 of Sadat's state- 
ments on this issue do not preclude support for King 
Hus ay n Vs promise— which the PLO rejects — to allow the 
Palestinians self-determination after Jordan has ne- 


gotiated for the return of the West Bank. 


Sadat recently appointed Foreign Minister Fahmi 
to oversee the coordination of Egyptian-Palestinian 
. policy'. Fahmi has not been closely involved in the 
•conduct of foreign -relations', with other Arabs, largely 
. because his personality' grates on Arab sensitivities . 
Ke is a tough bargainer, and Sadat's use of hira with 
the Palestinians is probably another signal that Sa- 
dat's main objective is to get the Palestinian lead- 
ers involved in the negotiating process. 
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Sadat is suspicious of Qadhafi f s sincerity in 
seeking a rapprochement and is convinced. that the 
Libyan leader is too erratic to make a personal* ef- 
fort worthwhile. Sadat would, however, appreciate, 
an end to the Libyan propaganda campaign against 
his negotiating policy. with Israel, Cairo's own 
anti-Libyan press campaign was halted early this 
month, and Sadat will probably be satisfied if the 
Egyptian delegation obtains nothing more than re- 
ciprocal action from Tripoli, 
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Ground-to-air missiles — presumably 
the chouicof- fired SA-7 — were used against Israeli 
aircraft this v;cei: during the Israeli attache cn Pa- 
lestinian refugee camps in Lebanon „ This suggests 
that the fedayeen, who have 1 responsibility for the 
security and defense of the camps f now control a 
quantity of the missiles. & substantial supply of 
SA-7s v;ould significantly increase the fedayeen* s 
ability to strike at. civilian aircraft, particularly 
during the cri ticax/pcriods of takeoff and landing,
